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Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 1, 4-10, & 12-37 are allowed. The following is an Examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 4-10, & 12-37 are considered allowable since no prior art reference or combination of 
prior art references disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in the 

independent claims including: 

"wherein the step of sending the second message of the connection migrating request and the 
step of making the migration are performed by a control plane of a node and the second message 
of the connection migrating request is transferred via a plurality of control links, and wherein a 
migration from the permanent connection to the switched connection in the step of making the 
migration between the peiTnanent connection and the switched connection comprises: creating a 
state of the switched connection on the control plane of the node and handing over cross- 
connections of the permanent connection at node to the control plane" in combination with other 
claim limitations as specified in claim 1. 

"wherein the step of sending the second message of the connection migrating request and the 
step of making the migration request are performed by a control plane of a node and the second 
message of the connection migrating request is transferred via a plurality of control links, and 
wherein a migration from the switched connection to the permanent connection in the step of 
making the migration between the switched connection comprises: deleting a state of the 
switched connection from the control plane of the node and handing over cross-connections of 
the switched connection at the node to the management plane" in combination with other claim 
limitations as specified in claim 4.
